Tho annual aggregate product of tho 
world is estimated at 100,000,000 bar- 
rels, but not all of this is gathered, for 
in seasons when tho production Is 
plentiful largo quantities nro fed to 
cattlo or allowed to rot on tho ground, 
and every season millions of bushels 
of tho less cholco varieties and the 
poorer fruit from tho best trees nro 
turned Into cider, which Is used as n 
beverage and for making vinegar and 
apple brandy.

Portuguese Kast Africa, usually from 
3C to CO feet In height, and when tho 
bark Is removed, which can bo dono 
once a year, and natives generally se- 
lect trees ot about two foot In dlomo- 
tor. Tho natives are not making much 
of the hark cloth nowadays, as they, 
aro buying cotton cloth far uao la 
placo of It. 
It Is usually mado by 


pounding tho bark with flat stones 
and pulling tho fiber lengthwise at tha 
same time. 
Tho cloth If pulled with, 


tho fiber will stand quite a strain, out 
If pulled diagonally, tears very easily. 
It is usually mado In sheets, avorae 
Ing about ton by ulx foot Many 
sheets havo holes, and all aro patched 
or mado of two or moro smaller 
pieces. 


The bark cloth Is looked upon by 


the merchants In this part of tho 
world aa a curio only. A firm In Mom- 
basa shipped about 2,600 shoots

when money Is scarce nnd dear. 


Credit Currency Logical. 


"Credit currency, by which I mea 


currency against which no collatera 
Is demanded, Is tho only clastic cui 
rcncy known to man. Much has bee 
said in favor of th* adoption of n sys 
tern of credit currency In this coun 
try. 
If wo were creating a new sys 


tern I nm inclined to think it woul 
bo the one adopted. 


"Naturally, unrestricted credit cur 


rency Is elastic. No more Is Issue 
than is needed, and when It is n 
longer needed It retires automatical!) 
There aro several reasons, however 
why the system must not bo adoplei 
In Its entirety In this country, am 
every reason for safeguarding In scv 
eral ways whatever Issue may bo ai: 
thorlzed. 


BUI Reported Is Inadequate. 


"The bill recently reported from th' 


committee on banking and currency 
of tho house authorizes n maximum 
Issue of a fraction over $200,000,000 
If every national bank In tho Unite 
States should avail itself of this now 
privilege, and if tho authorized isstn 
should prove relatively as rcsponslvi 
to tho changing needs of business n 
does tho credit currency of Canada 
there would bo an annual contraction 
of about fifty millions In bank not 
currency between the maximum Issii 
in tho fall and tho minimum Issue o 
midsummer, nnd a corresponding fifty 
million Increase In bank note clrcula 
tlon when tho crop moving period nr 
rived.

Danks Don't Need Help. 


"If any legislation Is to bo had let 


It be solely for tho purpose of rcllov< 
Ing tho country from tho frequently 
recurring 
stringencies.

plan 


should bo devised primarily to enable 
the banks to make greater profits. Tho 
banVs of tho country are doing fair- 
ly well now and business Is prosper- 
ous. Nevertheless we nro confronted 
several times a year with conditions 
admittedly dangerous.

ICE FAMINE NOW PREDICTED. 


Car Shortage Causes Season's Harvest- 


Ing to Be Cut Short. 


La Crosse.—The car shortage Is 


causing n famine in Ice, which prom- 
ises to have a serious offect over a 
large section of country next summer. 
On tho Mississippi river, between La 
Crosso nnd Lake Poppln, millions of 
tons of Ice nro harvested each win- 
ter to supply half a dozen northwest- 
ern and middle states.

Assemblyman Weber of tho social

Assembly- 
mnn Aldrldgo Introduced tho recall bill, 
for which tho social democrats made a 
contest two years ago. It Is patterned 
after tho California law, sonio of tho 
provisions of which have been sus- 
tained by tho supremo court of that 
state.
